_The Clubs to Have a Meeting ina Few Days 
to Receive the Prize Banner. 

The decisions have heen made in the.con- 
tests among the colored prohibition clubs for 
the prize for the largest vote polled. After 
the organizatfon of the white Young Men's 
Prohibition club, it was decided to.organize a 
colored Young Men’s Prohibition elub, This 
club was organized by wards, and 
Rev. E. R. Carter made president and 
i. A. Johnson, secretary. The white.club of- 
fered prizes to the colored club amounting to 
The ladies of the city made a banner for 
each ward club, and a very handsome banner 
of hlue and white satin as a_prize, to be pre- 
sented to that ward which had the largest 
number of prohibition voters, It was -dectded 
to have the count on - the day 
of election, the counting to close with the 
closing of the polls. When the polls closed it 
was found that the first ward club had 351 
voters enrolled, the third 529, the fourth 236,

colored prohibitionists in the several wards, as 
in many instances there was a failureto get

End, South Be nd, ¢ ‘cooks and Peach- 
tree to vote. It has been  ascer- 


tained that there were 428° colored men who 
yoted the prohibition ticket inthe fourth ward, 
while there were but 236 enrolled in that 
club, It will be seen that-1.259 colored prohi- 
bitionists were enrolled in these clubs and it is 
estimated by Colonel John E, Bryant, who fs 
informed on the subject, that at least 400 eol- 
ored men voted the ticket who were not en- 
rolled in any of the clubs. This makes sixteen 
or eighteen hundred eolored prohibitionists 
in the city limits. It has been decided to have 
a grand rally of all of these clubs, at sometime 
in the immediate future, probably two weeks 
hence, when the prize banner will bo present- 
ed. The ladies who presented the banner to 
the coloredmeén haye been asked to select some 
one to make the presentation speech. It is 
understood that Rey. E. R. Carter will make 
the speech on behalf of the first ward 
club, accepting the banner, The 
place at which the ceremonies ‘will be held has 
not been selected yet.. The banner is about 
three feet square. One side is white satin, and 
on that side is the inscription, “For God and 
Home and Native Land.”
